H E important Fortreſs of Aſo 
-4 of No inthe 1fe of Cephalonia, 
was built bythe /ercrians ar, 1595 for 
the Defence of the Inhabitants, who in 
time of War could not all ſecure them- 
ſelves inthe City of Cephalonia: It is ſeat- 
ed upon a Rock whoſe Point 1s very 
highand ſeep, environed with the Sea ; 


Ja that *tis hardly acceſſable by ſome

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narrow Paths its Fortifications were 
made to anſwer the Situation of the 
Place, which is altogether uneven, 
that *tis very irregularly built. Thereis 
a Tongue of-Land about 20 Paces long, 
whereby tis joyned to the Iſle, and 
which makes the way to the Fortreſs: 
Itwas once propoſed tocut throughit 
in the narroweſt place and fo to make? 
good Ditch there. 
- Itis compoſed of 6o pnblick Houſes 
and 2e0 particular Habitations.
